The Queen is the only eee of the Subjects Sub- 
jection and Obedience in all things Lawful; and by Law 


may Command the Subject, and all he hath, his Gonſci- 


ence only excepted ; for that belongeth to God, and the 
Subject ought to make Conſcience of rendering Ceſar his 
I humbly think, that the Soveraign is to Frame his Go- 
vernment according to that Law by which he aſcended the 


Throne, and by which he holds the Reins of Government, 


whether it be immediatlely from Heaven, or of the Peo- 
ple. He is to provide Good Laws where they are not, and 
to Cancel Bad Laws where they are. — „ 

If the Sovereign breaks his Engagements to the People, 
and they looſe his; the Muſcovite General Czeremetof
